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1698. . He complain’d farther, that I thad 
y© not obey’d the Orders I had receiv’d, 
to fail for Algiers, and take in Mr. du 
Sceaty the King’s Envoy there; but 
on the contrary, had laid up my Ship, 
as if I had ae no fuch Orders; 
that my great Difpatch in unriggin 
her, thewed plain oust. how litle f 
was inclin’d to undertake that Voyage. 
That his Majefty highly offended at my 
Condué& on this Occafion, was refolv’d 
to punith my Remifsnefs, and therefore 
Is orde’d COMManded me to equip*immediately 
tort the fame Veflel, to obey my Orders, 
Ms Shi and take the fame Crew on Board 
"with me; and added, that in cafe I 
made the leaft Delay, or fcrupled to 
command the Trident, he would give 
her to the Baron des Adrets. 
He anfvers, ALL thefe Complaints were ground- 
the Leer. Jefs, I therefore anfwer’d the Minifter, 
‘that the Conful of Gevoa mutt be ves 
ry bold, in daring to advance fuch an 
Untruth; that fo far from concerning 
myfelf with his Traffic, I never once 
knew he intended to purchafe Turkss 
ina word, that I never had any man- 
ner of Correfpondence with him./ 
Awnp in ordes to clear up this Af 
fair to the Coultt, after having given 
a compleat Reiftion in my Letter, of 
my Condu& at Genoa, when I, fail’d 
thither by Order ef Mr. d’Efiréeg, 1 
ent 
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fent the very Letter the Conful had .1698- 
writ tome, which plainly prov’d how 
Matters ftood between us ; and con- 
cluded, with defiring his Lordthip to 
punith the Author of fo many Falf- 
hoods. 
Wiru regard to the fecond Arti- 
“cle, I plainly faw that Bidaus’s mali- 
cious Infinuations might have given 
Occafion, at leaft partly, to that Mi- 
nifter’s Conjectures : Howe: er, no- 
thing could poffibly be more ground- 
lefs ; for notwithftanding I had de- 
fended my own Right and Privileges, 
with refpe& to the Serious which I 
was order’d to command; it was in 
the main indifferent to me, whether I 
hoifted my Flag on Board that, or 
any other Ship. 
Upon this head, I anfwer’d, that as 
~ tothe Order which he had reproach’d 
me with not obeying, I could affirm 
that I never had the leatt Notice of 
it; and to make’ my Juttification ftill 
clearer, I fent him the Minutes of the 
feveral Orders I had receiv’d from 
Court, and Mr. ‘a’ Ezrées, in all which 
there was not the leaft mention of my 
failing for Algiers. 2 : 
Wirn regard to tie laying up my 
Ship fo fuddenly, I writ Word that 
the fole Motive of -my Difpatch on 
that Occafion, was’purely to fave his 
as - B2 - Ma- 
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Majefty’s Money; and that I had ne- 
ver employ’d above three Days in un- 
rigging a Veffel, as Mr. de Vauvray 
the Intendant, and le Vafeur Super-in- 
tendant, could teftify. 

Tuo’ my Letter did not produce 
all the Advantages I expeéted trom it, 
it neverthelefs deftroy’d part of the 
Falfities which had been laid to my 
Charge; the Minifter anfwer’d it, and 
acquainted me, that having difcover’d 
my Innocence with refpeé&t to the 
Conful of Ge#oa, he had reprimanded 
him very warmly, and reproach’d him 
in the moft fevere Terms upon that 
Account. 

Bur after having applauded the Vi- 
gour with which I ferv’d his Majefty, 
and my Difpatch in laying up my 
Ship, he added ; that he thought me 
very bold, in prefuming to deny my 
having receiv’d an Order to fail for 
Alzieri, to take in Mr. du Sceau, who 
had waited for me a confiderable Time 
in that City; and to confound me at 
once, he difpatch’d in the fame Packet 
with his Letter, the Minutes of the 
Order which had been fent me from 
the Navy Offic. 

Vex’p to find that the Minifter 
feemed ftill to doubt of my Sinceri- 
ty, I writ to him-again, and told him, 
that I defery’d thé moft grievous Pu- 

aifhment, 
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tnifhment which could be inflicted; if, 1698. 
rafter having received the Order in wy 
tqueftion, and refus’d to comply with 
‘it, I ftill was fo audacious as to deny 
it; but begg’d him to obferve, that 
this Order had been difpatch’d, du- 
ring the Siege of Barcelona 5 that this 
Gity having held out a long Time, 
and the Perton to whom the Difpatch- 
es of the Court had been fent, having 
vaft Bufinefs upon his Hands, he pols 
fibly might have forgot to mention it 
to me; that with regard to myfelf, I 
befought him to believe me,. when I 
affur’d him, I had never been ac- 
ainted with his Refolutions on that 
ead. 
Tue Anfwer I receiv’d from the 
Minifter, was as follows : 
“ JT am now, Sir, thoroughly per- 
6 fuaded, that the Remifsnefs which 
“ was laid to your Charge, was dlto- 
“ gether groundlefs. The King is 
Fiotly fatisfied with your Services. 
¢ Sct fail for Algiers, and take. Mr. du 
“ Sceau on Board, who waits for you 
“ there. You are order’d to compli- 
“ ment the new King ‘n his Majefty’s 
“ Name upon his Election, the Form 
© of which Mr. du Sveaw will diate 
“to you. 
-A little after the Receipt of this sets tit for, 
Letter, I fet fail for Algiers, where 1 arn 
3 B3 was 
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was receiv’d in Quality of Ambaflador 
Extraordinary. { made my Compli- 
ments to the King ; a Man that had 
not one Talent to boaft of, he being 
originally a Farrier, and tho’ a mere 
ruftic, and a very heavy Creature, had 
been rais’d to the Throne, purely by 
the Caprice of a People, who were 
equally ignorant and barbarous. The 
whole Anfwer he made, was compris’d 
in thefe few Words, You are welcome, 
and very welcome. 

ArreRr having had Audicnce of 
the King, I was conduéted to the Di- 
van, where the Aga of the Faniffaries 
and the reft of the Bafa’s were affem- 
bled 5 this Minifter, who is invefted 
with a greater Power than the King; 
he dethroning or beheading him at 
Pleafure, made a very handfome An- 
fwer in the Turkifh Language to my 
Compliment. He was a French Rene- 
gado. During the Converfation, which 
was carricd on in good French, Coffee 
was prefented me, as alfo to the Aga, 
and the reft of the Divan; in a word, 
I receiv’d the utmoft Civilities from 
that Minifter, who feem’d as fharp and 
fubtle, as the King was heavy and fy- 
pid. Ac my leaving the Divaz, I went 
and din’d with Mr. dw Sceau, where I 
xeceiv’d his Majetty of Algier’s Pre- 
fents, confifting of a dozen Hens and 
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two Lambs. Dinner being over, I 1699. 
return’d to the Ship, and two Days wns 
after Mr. d# Scean coming on Board, 

we fail’d for Toulon, where, after ha- 

ving laid up my Ship, I return’d 
Home, in order to enjoy the Fraits of 

Peace with the reft of the King- 

_ dom. 

Arter fome Months flay in my Rides Pot 
own Houle, the want of Employ- 'e a 
ment leaving me at my Liberty, I fet Lent dangeé 
out Poft for Paris, where I hoped to soul ill. 
ingratiate my felf with the Court. Be- 
ing got to Verfuilles, extremely wear 
anid-dry, Tdrank warm Water to quencl 
my Thirit. The Chevalier de la Ron- 
gére who was along with me, drank 
alfo for Company fake; but the Wa- 
ter being corrupted, about three Hours 
after both the Chevalier and I were 
feiz’d with a violent Feaver, accom- 
panied with the moft dangerous Sym- 
ptoms. 

Carpinar de Fanfon {ceing me in 
this Condition, order’d his Coach to 
be got ready, and carried me to Pa- 
vis. The firlt Order he gave at his 
‘Arrival, was for his Phyfician to vi- 
fit me, who came immediately, and 
according to the ufual Cuftom of his 
Brethren of the Faculty, order’d me 
in the firft place to be lect Blood. & 
was refolv’d not to comply with_his 

Bs Pre- 
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Prefcription, upon which the Cardi-. 
nal came to my Bed-fide, and was ve- 
ry urgent with me to follow the Do-. 
&tor’s Advice; but I begg’d him to. 
leave me at my Liberty, and affur’d 
him, I fhould be well by next Day, 
without having Recourfe to the Re- 
medy, and at the fame time told 
him, I had no manner of Opinion 
of it. : 

Tue Cardinal finding me inflexible, 
left me, and difmifs’d the Phyfician, 
who faid, as he was going away, that- 
Sea-faring Men. were ap out-of-the- . 
way kind of People, and very ob- 
ftinate 3. that however, they would 
foon be forc’d to fend for him again;.. 
‘that fo far from being well, I fhould. 
be delirious, the Feaver being fo. 
violent, that it would certainly be 
attended with the worft Confequen- 
ces. 
Being alone in my Chamber, I 
order’d fome of the Seine Water to 
be fetch’d both from above and be- 
low Paris. ‘That above was to drink, 
and that below to be employ'd in 
Glifters, I drank a great Quantity 
of it luke-warm, and fo many. 
Glifters were apply’d, that in lets 
than ten Hours the Feaver had quite 
left me. 
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Te next Day I waited upon the 16992. 
Cirdinal, where 1 found the Phyfictan 
that had attended upon me the Day #é pit es 

pes courfe with 
before, who greatly furpriz d to fee ME the Phyfi- 
upon my Legs, and ne of the Feaver, cian,” 
asked what Remedy I had employ’d to 
get well fo foon; J wanted nothing, 
ays 1, but Water, and thereupon told: 
him in what manner I had us’d it. 
This, fays he, mutt certainly be an 
excellent Remedy, fince it cur’d you 
fo foon; and.afterwards rallying very 
pleafantly, he begg’d me not to give 
the Receipt to any Perfon, for fear of 
ftarving the whole Faculty. 

Tue Chevalier de Ja Rongere, whom TheCheva- « 
the Water had alfo thrown’ into a Fe- litt 4 Rom 
ver, would not ufe the fame Remed norig” 
as 1 had done, but abandon’d himfelf fcians, 
impiicitly to the Phyficians, who af- 
ter having debated a long while on his 
Diftemper, blooded, purg’d, and dif- 
patch’d him out-right. 

Some time after this Fit of Sick~ The Auhor: 
nefs, His Majetty made feveral Sea- Bama 
Officers Knights of St. Lewis, of ss. Lewin 
whom I had the Honour to be one. 

The King, to do méthe greater Ho- 
nour, order’d me to withdraw from 
the reft into his Apartment, where 
he Knighted me. with the ufual For- - 
malitics. 
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Innocent 
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with the 
Cuftom- 


for Rome. Cardinal de Fanfon knew 
the Court Secret. The King being 
defirous of obliging Cardinal de ‘Jan- 
fon to the utmoit of his Power, had 
order’d the Minifter who prefided over 
the Affairs of the Navy, to give 
the Command of the Gallies which 
were to carry the Cardinals, to none 
but Cardinal de Fanfon’s Relations. 

Tue Minifter fent for me in order 
to be inform’d of their Names, and 
bid me to go immediately for Tou- 
lonand fit out two Tranfports, to carry 
the Baggage of thcir Eminencies to 
Civita Vecchia. 

I could not fet out from Paris till 
fome Days after Cardinal de Fanfon and 
Cardinal de Covalin had left that City, 
Upon my Arrival at Lyons, I faw ras 
veral Court Abbés, among whom were 
the Abbé de Lamoignon, Son to the 
Prefident of that Name, and Abbé 
Manfard. Thefe Gentlemen were.go- 
ing to Rome in the Cardinal’s Train, 
and were to go on board the Gal- 
lies. 
We all fet out from Lyons in two 
Boats, one of which was to carry the 


Houfe of Cardinals and Gentlemen, and the other

the Servants and Baggage; Itook my 
Trunks aboard our Boat, and would 
not 
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not fuffer my Servant to go into the 
other. I now took upon me to be 
the Steerfman, when being got to 4- 
vignon, two Cuftom-Houle Officers 
came to fearch. Our Gentlemen, high- 
ly offended at their Compliment, and 
affuming an Air of Authority which 
no ways became them, gave the Offi- 
cers very ill Language, and threatned 
to throw them over-board; but the 
Officers, difregarding all they faid, or- 
der’d the Maiter to crofs the Water, 
where the Cuftom-Houfe ftood, in or- 
der that all the Things might be 
fearch’d at Leifure. 

Finding it would be beft to ufe the 
Officers civilly, I gave them my Keys, 
defiring them to difpatch meas foonas 
poflible, and let me purfue my Jour- 
ney. They were fo pleas’d with my 
Civility, that they refus’d to fearch my 
Trunks, and faid they defired nothing 
farther; and that I was at Liberty to 
take them away whenever 1 thought 
proper. 

U pon this I landed, and meeting 
with a Coach, I fet out for Marfeilles, 
laughing heartily at «ny Fellow-Tra- 
vellers for having heétor'd fo unfuccef= 
fully; for, upon_my Arrival at Mar- 
[eilles, J was inform’d that they had 
been put to avaft deal of Trouble be- 
fore they could get their Trunks re- 
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12 Mewm-o1res of the 
1700. turn’d, and that had not the Marquis 
Nm de Velleron, Cardinal de Fanfon’s Ne- _ 
phew, made a great Buftle upon that 
Occafion, they would have been kept 
above a Month in the Cuftom-Houte. 
‘an Archbi- Te. Day I arriv’d at Marfeilles, 
rane Mr. rnoux, Intendant of the Gallies, 
we’ save a {plendid Entertainment to Car- 
dinal de anfon and his Collegue, to 
which my Sifter and fome other La~ 
dies were invited. A Spanifh Monk, 
nominated to the Archbifhoprick of 
Cagliari, an intimate Friend of Cardinal 
de Fanfon’s, with whom he had for- 
merly been acquainted in Rome, and 
whom he had vifited that Morning, 
was alfo invited. The Cardinal, who 
made him the Compliment, had defi- 
red my Sifter to fit next to the Pre- 
Jate, and take care of him. She was 
fo careful of her Charge, that having 
feated him between her felf and ano- 
ther Lady; fhe toafted fo many Healths, 
and told him fo many pleafant Stories, 
that the good Archbifhop being little 
us’d to French Cuftoms and French 
Wine, was at laft compleatly in his 
Altitudes. 

Tue Cardinal perceiving the Pickle 
the Prelate was in, fat upon Tenters, 
when I happily came into the Room; 
‘¢ Dear Coufin (fays he to me, in my 
s¢ Ear) thofe idle Baggages there have 

 fuddled 
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&¢ fyddled the Archbifhop, but I-beg 17002 
& you to have an Eye upon him, and 
6 not leave him in this Condition.” 

Tuey had now fat a confiderable thearchbi- 
time at Table, when the Archbifhop fer cated 
rifing from his Seat, I conduéted him pee 
out of the Room, and purting him in- 
to a Chair, did not leave him ’till he 
was got fafe to his Inn. The peor 
Prelate,. who was not fo far gone, as 
to be infenfible of the good Office I 
then did him, thank’d me heartily 
for it.

Axzourthis'Time the King had order’d A Ship is 

three Ships to be fitted out at Toulon to givea kim. 

go to Cgdiz,in order to join the Marquis 
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xy0d. de Relingue’s Squadron, who had fitted 
Ar out fix Ships at Bre; and this Squa- 
dron, confifting of nine Men of War,< 
was order’d to fecure our Trade from 
the Depredations of the dlgerines. 1 
had Orders to Command the Rajo 
Man of War; and the Marquis de 
Villars, Brother to the Marfhal of that 
Name, commanded the Squadron, 
when we all fet Sail for Cadiz. 
we obliges In our Couric, being got off of 
fee sort Malaga, I gave chafe to five Algerine 
fad our Weflels, and oblig’d them to fend out 
theit Long their Long Boat. Being ask’d by what 
pout © Right they carry’d a White Flag, 
3 when they were abfolutely forbid to 
do it by feveral Treaties ; they excus’d 
themfelves by faying, That it was the 
White Flag of Portugal, and not that 
of France. Tho’ this Excufe was an 
errant Falfhood, we neverthelefs dif- 
mifs’d them. 
‘Astaveee Buine got above a League from us, 
feapes out one of their Slaves, a Chriftian, threw 
clr himfelf into the Sea, and {wam towards. 
+ rine Veffels. Our Ships. The Sea was as fmooth as 
Glafs, and he was got a confiderable 
way unperceiv’d ;avhen the Corfair {py- 
ing him, fent out the Long Boat after 
him. However, this was not done im- 
mediately ; and as the Slave found he 
was difcover’d, he call’d out to us as 
loud as ever he cou’d baul, to come 
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to his Affiftance. Ifent out my Boat, 1700, 
which coming up to the Slave before war 
the Algerine Long-Boat, they took 

him in, and brought him on Board. 

A Moment after, the Long Boat rhe re’ 
came up, and defired me to give back rine will 
the Slave. I gave the Algerines a great ve he 
many fubftantial Reafons, by which I renderd, 
prov’d, that I ought not to deliver him but are 
up; but to no purpofe, and they ftill achat 
perfifted in their Demands. Wearied 
with their Importunities, I order’d them 
to row away ; and threatned, in cafe of 
their Refuial, to fireuponthem. Thefe 
Menaces frighted them to much, that 
they returned immediately on Board. 

Tux Moment they were got in, The alge 
a Fire was immediately lighted, level te make 
with the Water, and upon my asking a Sigaaly

By my Infruétions, I was order’d 
not to infeft any: Body but thofe Ro~ 
vers; and was: particularly comman- 
ded to pay- the Spaniards all imaginable. : 
Civilities. The only Effect of my 
Cruizing,. was, that it oblig’d the E- 
nemy to keep in their Harbours; and 
indeed, I did not fpy one of their Vef-- 
fels, all the time I was out at Sea. 

Au. that now remain’d for me to 
do, to fulfil the Tenor of my In- 
firu€tions, was to be civil to the Spa- 
niards, which I punétually obey’d; and 
daily entertain’d on board my Ship all 
fuch of that Nation as had the Air of 
Perfons of fome Note. Tho’ [ treated 
them in a very fplendid manner, it put 
me to no great Expence, for my Reo» 
ple killed more Game than we could 
confume; and then Fith is fo plenty, 
that it fells for a very Triffle.

to diffuade them from it; and there- 
fore, he thought the beft Courfe I 
cou’d take, was to fet out immediate- 
ly for ix, in order to advile with my 
Friends; and that he inthe mean time 
wou’d endeavour to fufpend the Pro- 
fecution, at leaft for fome Days, in 
order, if poffible, to ward off the im- 
pending Blow. 

AccorDINGLY I went to ix; His Lord- 
waitcd upon all fuch as I thought MP bee 
cou’d do me Service; and brought Enemy. 

from them feveral recommendatory 

Letters, directed to the Judge of Tou- 

lon. The Moment I return’d, I waited 

onthe Bifhop, and acquainted him 

with my Succefs at x; but found 
~Things had taken a quite different 

turnin my Abfence; for the Prelate 

was quite chang’d with regard to me, 

and received me with the utmoft Cold- 

nefs and Indifference. I can’t fay how 

the Juggle was carried on, however 

his Lordthip fhow’d himfelf afterwards 

as much my Enemy, as he had before 

appeared my Friend. AT 
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Ar laft my Miftrefsmade her Com- 
aint; but unluckily for her, the 
poke too freely, and her great Viva- 
city and Fire, made her divulge feve- 
yal Particulars,which fhe, for herown 
fake, ought to have conceal’d. Howe- 
ver, it was not enough to complain 
againft me, but fhe mutt. alfo prove 
her Accufations ; and here fhe was in a 
great Dilemma, fhe not having one 
Proof to fupport her Charge.

that fhe obliged him .to publith a 
' Monitory in due form, to forceall Per- 
fons who had any knowledge of this 
Affair, to reveal what they knew. | : 

Upon this Occafion Mrs. Pallas, TheFrya: — 
after mature Deliberation and Advice, sere ae 
_ Vou-erll. ~"C > thoughe &" 
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#700. thought her felf not bound to coms 
iv ply wich thofe Cenfures, and accord- 
ingly did not once trouble her Head 
about them ; but the cafe was quite 
different with the Fryar, who could 
never be prevail’d with to hold his 
Tongue, but obeying implicitly 
all that Prelate’s Ditates, he was not 
afhamed to publifh to all the World, 
the Particulars which had been told 

him in Confeffion. 
Hrs Conduét on this Occafion 
was agreat Blemifh to his Charaéter 5 
but T fhall not mention the Particu- 
lars in this place, being perfuaded that 
the whole was Calumny. However,

him, which terrified him fo much,that 
he fuffer’d them to give in all their 
Depofitions.

Mittrefs’s Relations, who were Men wanes

my {elf fo far, as to anfwer him with 
great Coolnefs; and only told him, I 
did not know what he meant; that F 
had fo many things in my Head, that 
I was far from defigning to thrafh any- 
Body, and therefore defir’d him to go 
about his Bufinefs. The Fellow, who 
one fhou’d have thought wou’d have 
been fatisfy’d with thefe Reafons,. 
rew, on the contrary, much mors 
faucy; and telling me, that Matters. 
fhou’d not pafs fo, he ftruck me fuch 
a violent Blow on the Head with his

\en-~ ever I had done before, what it is to 
Rie scfelyes lofe a good Friend; for had Mr. Bon- 
Socaciy. tems been living, I fhould have been 
infinitely lefs perplex’d; but he was 
dead ; and in him I loft my beft Friend, 
and the Man who was beft able to do 
me Service. .

ftudied only how I might beft ingra- lf 
tiate my felf with Mr. Lebret; for this 
Purpofe I engag’d Mr. Fourville Go- 
vernor of Marfeilles, and Mr. de Ville 
newve my Kinfman, to employ their 
Endeavours in my Behalf. They were 
both intimate Friends. of the Inten- 
dant, and ferv'd me to the utmoft 
of their Power at this Jundcture 5 
tho’ indeed the Latter {crupled it 
at firft, becaufe I had made ufe of a 
Piltol, whereas it was abfolutely forbid 
by the Laws to be imploy’d in the 
manner I had done it. However, I 
told him, that fince People made no 
Scruple to_carry Piftols on a Joumneys 

and’ 
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and fire them upon Occafion; it ought 
not to be look’d upon as ftrange that 
T had carried thefe Arms about me to 
defend my felf, as I was involv’d in fo 
unhappy an Affair,whence I might iuft- 
ly apprehend, that my Enemies inten~ 
ded to ufe foul Play. Laftly, I repre- 
fented to him, that he ought to re- 
member I did not fire ’till I was 
abfolutely fore’d to do it; and 
that in cafe I had not had them about 
me, the Wretch I had to deal with 
would certainly have knock’d my 
Brains out. 

Tuo’ thefe Gentlemen engag’d fo 
warmly in my Affair, yet the firft Pre- 
fident being refolv’d to examine the 
Particulars of it, and not take any 
Man’s Word for it, fent private Or+ 
ders to enquire upon the Spot; when 
the Anfwers agreeing exactly with the 
Informations which had been given a~ 
gainft me, the Magiftrate put the Par- 
don into my Hands, and heighten’d 
this A& of Juftice with a thoufand 
Compliments and Civilities, which I 
have fince found to be fincere and un= 
affected. . 

Hts Son who fucceeded to his 
Employments, and now fills his Place 
with fo much Honour, has always in- 
dulg’d me his Proteétion; ,fo that I 
thould think myfelf ungrateful, did I 
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let flip this Opportunity of publifh- 1760 
ing to the World, the numberlefs Fa- “V™9 
yours I have received from that Fami- 
ly. I fhall now fay no more on this 
head, becaufe I fhall have Occafion to 
touch upon it hereafter.

Havine met with foul Weather Separated 
ever fince our fetting fail, we were pom the 
foon feparated ; and the Winds were pact cae 
fo contrary, that I was three Weeks 
in my Courfe from Toulon to Sardinia; 
and at laft being unable to ride out the 
Storm, was forc’d to put into Ca- 
gliari. 

I fent my Lieutenant a-fhore, to puts in at 
compliment the Vice-Roy and the “#4 
Archbifhop, to whom I fent word, 
that the Chevalier de Forbiz was come 
to make good the Promife he had 
made him at Mar/eilles, of paying him 
a Vifit. The Prelate was ovcrjoy’d to 
hear I was in the Road, return’d me 
the Compliment, as did likewife the 
Vice-Roy. 

Tue next Day I went a-fhore, when te vifirs

eight times, embrac’d me tenderly, and 
oblig’d me to dine with him. We 
were {plendidly entertain’d, and a Spa- 
niard would have been highly fatisfied,

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dine with him every Day, fo long as 
{ ftaid in the Harbour. “ So I will,

perintended his Kitchin, fo that we 
far’d delicioufly aH the time we {laid 
in the Port, which was but fix Days. 
The Prelate thought me a much bet- 
ter Cook than his own, who was a 
Spaniard. At my fetting fail he fent 
all Sorts of Refrefhments on Board, 
and loaded me with Bleffings, which, 
to fay the Truth, I did not at that 
time efteem fo much as Provifions.

Wind near Cape Paffavo, on the Coatt 
of Sicily, I was oblig’d to fhelter my- 
felf, and caft Anchor.

We were to have a Confe- 
rence, and he appointed a Place about 
four Leagues from Briudif, where I 
acquainted him with my Inftructions. 

He gave me feveral Hints, which were 
afterwards of Advantage to me; and 
at laft, after having duly weigh’d e- 
very thing, we agreed upon the Ex-

"Ship, and the other commanded by 
Mr. de Fougis, carried twelve.

IT was ftill in the Harbour, whence A Bost 
I could not fet fail for fome Days, wth Mele 
when my long Bark brought in a “i 
Fither-boat with arm’d Mu/covites on 
Board, and as we did not underftand 
one another, we wanted an Interpre- 
ter; but two Ragufan Sailors, who hap- 
pen’d to be with us, underftood their 
Language. Thefe fimple, ruftic Mu/- 
covites finding they were well us’d, and 
that they were underftood, were fo 
overjoy’d that they fell adancing. I gugin and 
was furpriz’d to hear the Ragufaus who Ragufan 
inhabit the Coaft of Albania, {peak al- Toner | 
moft,the fame Language with the Ru/- fame. 
fians, who live in the 72d Degree of 
North Latitude, whence I tound that 
the Ruffian or Sclavonian Tongue muft 
be of great Extent.

Uponto accept this Commiffion, how- Wa~ 
ever, his Countrymen at laft per- 
faded him to ir, telling him, that he 
was fo old, the French wou'd certainly 
mot devour him. 

Turis Sr Mal trembled as he ad- He is feiz'a 
vanc’d towards the Gate, when the an cae 
Centinel ftopt him, and he 
brought on Board. Overjoy’d to 
meet with feveral of his own Coun- 
trymen, who had received the kindeft 
‘Treatment ; and highly pleas’d to find 
us, fo far ftom lundering either the 
Huts or the Fith, that, on the con- 
trary we had plac’d a Guard to fecure Hes overe 
them, he immediately made feveral i"!

Ar laft, after having been well 
treated, he told me at taking leave, 
that the Englifo had impos’d upon 
him, in infinuating that the French 
were Barbarians ; that he himfelf had 
been an Eye-witnefs of the contrary, 
and therefore return’d with an Opini- 
on quite different from what he had 
before entertain’d of them. 

‘THERE are two forts of Par- 
tridges found in this Ifland,fome White, 
and others ofa Pheafant Colour.

"The forirer 
failed for America, where he was fta- 
tioned; and the latter was cruizing 
with four Men of War, and two Bzi- 
gates. * 

Contrary Winds kept us fix Days 
in the Entrance of the Channel, whence 
we difcovered an Englifh Fleet convoy’d 
by five Men of War, two whereof had 
three Decks, and were Ninery-Gun 
Ships. The third had Seventy-fix, and 
the remaining two, Fifty. 

I joyn’d the Sieur Dugué, and am 
pofitive we fhould have taken the whole 
Fleet, had we aéted in Concert. Be- 
fore we began the Attack, I defired to 
confer with him about the Order of 
the Fight; but his too great Vivacity, 
tho’ he was a Man of true Courage, 
would not permit him to ftay for me. 
As his Ships had been lately’ careen’d, 
he fail’d on before, and without having 
agreed upon one fingle Particular, fol- 
lowed by one of his Frigates, he went 
and attack’d the Commander. The 
Englifo Man of War loft all her Mafts, 
and was fore’d to ftrike. The Sieut 
Beau- barnois, Captain in Dugué’s Squa 
dron, fell upon the 76 Gun Ship, but 
did not take her; and the Sieur Cour: 
ferat, another of Dugué’s Captains, fell 
upon one of so Guns, and téok her. 
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Axp now I came up, and fell upon 1707. 
the other so Gun Ship, which ftruck, ~~ 4 
after having made a brave Refiftance. TheCheve- 
I here loft a’ Alonne, my fecond Cap- Hens 3 
a, 30 Soldiers or Sailors. 

Or the five Men of War which 
convoy’d the Exglifo Fleet, there re- 
mained only one which had not been 
attack’d, and was the largeft of all the 
Five. She made off, and was follow’d 
by Tourouvre. 1 left the Sieur de La- 
monerie, a Captain in Dugué’s Squa- 
dron, to moor the Man of War I had 
taken, and following de Tourouvrey 1 
chas’d the great Ship, which made off 
with all her Sail. I was follow’d by 
the Chevaliers de Nangis and Bart. 

Tus Englifo Ship fought in her Re- a clofe pur: 
treat, and made a furious Fire. Her “ain 
Cannon and fmall Shot fharter’d de Tou- 
rouvre’s Ship very much, which ftaid 
behind. Bart, who had got before me,

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1708. _ Iw order to clear up this, which was 
t7y~ the only difficult, Point, the Minifter 
of War wrote to the Marfhal de Ma- 
zignon to demand of the Count de For- 
bity and of the Intendants, a Certifi- 
cate, to make it appear that they came 
to defire him to order the Troops to 
halt at St. Omers, ’till the Sailors they 
expected were arriv'd. * 

Mr. de Ponchartrain being inform’d 
of this Proceeding of Mr. de Chamil 
lard, wrote to me, and to the Inten- 
dants, to be cautious of giving the 
Certificate which was to be demanded.

Tuts Menace threw me immediate- 
dy into a great many unealy Reflecti- 
ons:. For, I not only thought that 
the Marfhal talk’d in too high a Strain, 
and that he fhould not have been fo 
very rough with an old Officer, for 
whom he did not feem to have all due 
Refpe&t; but I confider’d with my 
felf, what 2 Noife u.y Confinement 
would make in the World, fuppofing 
that the Marfhal fhou’d really path me 
to that Extremity. 

I faw alfo, that if I was condutted 
to Court, it would have been a great 
Mortification to the Viinifter, becaufe

In order to fave him this Vexas 
tion, I begg’d the Marfhal to give me 
time to confider of it, and izid that in 
a couple of Hours | wou'd bring him 
my Aniwer. 

I went immediately to confer again 
with the two Intendants, when we 
ferioufly re-confidercd all the Incon- 
veniencies that might attend either the 
Grant, or the Reiufal of what was de- 
fired of me; and after having weigh’d 
both in the Balance, we thought the 
beft way would be to give the Marfhal 
Satisfaction. 

We agreed likewife, that I thow’d 
write to the Minfter, and give him a 
particuler Account of the Violence 
with which I had beentreated, of the 
late Menaces of the Marfthal de Matig- 
nony and of the Reafons why I had 
thought fit, notwithftanding the Mi- 
nifter’s Orders, to grant this plaguy 
Certificate.

Wuen I read his Letter, I fully 
difcover’d my Miitake: For, after all, 
the.

I-muit alfo obferve by 
the way, that I was in the Wrong to 
go with the two Intendants to defire 
the Count de Gafe to detain the 
Troops at S¢.

Ler thofe therefore who for the fu- 
ture wou’d advance themfelves in the 
Service, adhere inviolably to thefe 
two Maxims. In the firft Plate, ne- 
ver to meddle with any thing foreign 
to their Employment: And in the 
fecond Place, to pay a blind Obe-

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dience to whatfoever Orders they re- 
ceive, how contradidtory foever. they 
appear to their own private Judgment, 
becaufe it fhou’d always be fuppofed 
that Minifters have fuperior Views, 
which ‘tis never allow’d to enquire 
into. 

Every onc who reads thefe Me- 
moirs, muft think my own Experience 
in this Article a fufficient Proof of 
what I here advance; for becaufe I 
thought fit to contravene the Orders I 
had receiy’d, tho’ it was with the beft 
Intentions that a Man cou’d have; 
yet the Minifter never forgave me, al- 
ways oppos’d my Intercft, and affect 
ed to mortify me, whenever he found 
an Opportunity. 

For this Reafon, immediately after 
the Peace was concluded, I left the 
Service. Town, that in this Refpe& 
{have much more reafon to blefs, than 
to repine at Providence, becaufe the 
Reit to which I was reftor’d in my Re- 
tirement, contributed te che Cure of 
all my Wounds, and to te Recovery 
of that Health which my ‘ong Service 
and incred:ble Fatigues hid impair’d : 
Whereas if 1 had chofe to continue in 
the Service, 1 muft have been content 
to have fwallow’d many a bitter Pill,

Is order to make me Amends for Thecount’s 
the Expence I had been oblig’d to on Sisriatinat 
account of the King of England’sPaf- his wee 
fage, the King gave me a Prefent of pences, on 
a thoufand Livres, and a Penfion of ee oe 
a thoufand Crowns out of the Exche- tic as. 
quer but I can fafely fay, without ex- George. 
ceeding the Bounds of Truth, that 
this Commiffion coft me above four 
thoufand Livres. Nor will it be won- 
der’d at, when ’tis confider’d, that I 
was oblig’d to provide for a King, a 
Marthal of France, feveral N oblemen, 
and 2 numerous Retinue of Gentle- 
men of DiftinGion, befides Gencral- 
Officers, that I was fore’d to have on 
Board above Fourfcore Dometticks of 
all kinds, and that the King’s Table, the tabtes 
which was always kept on Board my he kept for 
Ship, was {pread every Day for twelve ccanalis : 
Guefts, and magnificently ferv’d ; be- i 
fides three other Tables for fifteen 
Guefts each, and my own for ten; the 
whole ferv’d very clegantly, and fuita- 
ble to the Perfons for whom they were 
prepar’d.

Wuen the Enemy chac’d us, F was 
verymuch prefs’d to throw the Beef, 
Mutton, Veal, and every thing that 
was moft cumberfome, into the Seas 
T was by no means of that Opinion, 
bur told thofe who advis’d me to it, 
that‘it would be time enough hereaf- 
ter to throw away our Provifions, but 
not before things came to the laft Ex- 
tremity. I was in the right not to 
hearken to their fine Advice, for thofe 
Provifions ferv’d to feaft us, and had 
it not been for them, we muft haye 
liv’d upon Bacon. 

Wuen the Fieet was unladen, | 

¥os'd to put to Sea again with m 
Sl aenhatg FT he five Men of War 
that had ferv’d me for the Defcent on 
Scotland, were ready to fail, but they 
were not fufficient; and the Intendant 
having neglected the Careening of the 
-othérs that I wanted, it required a great 
deal of ‘Time to put them in a Condi- 
tion for Service. 

During this, the Enemy, with for- pax 
ty Men of War, block’d up Dunkirk, block’d up, 
My Ships were too large to pafs over 
the Shelves that form the Road, and 
c if this was not done, there was a 

eceflity, cither of ftaying in the 

O2z Har- 
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Harbour, or failing boldly thro’ the 
Channel, in fight of the Enemy, who 
would have born me dewn with their 
Number. 

As there was no Profpeét of runs 
ning this Rifque, 1 wasforc’d to {pend 
my Provifions in the Road, which 
made me very uneafy. I wrote feverad 
times to the Minifter for an Order to 
venture out, but he never would con- 
fent to it, declaring, that he wou’d 
leave it to my Prudence to a& as I 
thought convenient. For my own 
part, J thought the Danger too appa- 
rent, and wou’d never charge my 
felf with an Event of fuch Impors 
tance. ae ae 

Te Scafon beirie already far ad- 
vane’d, and there being no Profpedé 
of an Opportunity to do any thing of 
confequence, I unrigg'd, and the E-. 
nemy retir’d. M. de Ponchartrain be- 
ing inform’d that I had laid up the 
Ships, defir’d chat the five great Ships . 
which I had might be fitted out ae 
gain, and that they might go a Crui+ 
zing during the Winter. He wrote to 
me, that he gave the Command of 
the Squadron to me, with a Power. to 
transfer it, if I did notlikeit, to fome 
other Captain of the Squadroa that I 
thought fitreit for it. ’ 
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Tdefir’d the Minifter to confider 1708. 
that Cruifes of this fort in the Winter uvvy 


muft always be very dangerous and 
unprofitable, that the Nights being 
very long, the Weather fevere, and 
the Seas fubjeé&t to many Tempetts,. 
there was no pofiibility of doing any 
thing, that twas impoffible the five 
Ships fhou’d continue long together, 
that in order to mect again, fome:Place 
muft be appointed for a Rendezvous, 
that the beft part of the time wou'd 
be fpent in meeting again; and that 
ina word, Cruifes in this Seafon were 
only proper for a Ship or two at 
moft, which if they can keep at Sea 
may by chance take fome Prizes. 

Tite Minifter did not approve of 
my Reafons, and {till imfifted on fit- 
ting out the Sqadron; but I defird 
to be exeus’d from the Command of 
it, which I gave to-M. de Tourouvre. 
Every thing that I forefaw happen’d: 
the Squadron fail’d, it fuffer'd very 
much by bad Weather, and after 
having been feveral times feparated, 
return’d to Duxkirk, without the leaft 
Prize, after having fpent a great deal 
of the King’s Money. 

As for my own part, having noth- 
ing to do all that time, I was mufing 
one Day on the State of Affairs in

embarrafs’d the Englifh, if particular 
Reafons had not hinder’d the Execu- 
tion of it. The Allies were then be- 
fieging Lifle, and had drawn all their 
Forces together, which was the Con- 
fideration that gave Birth to my Pro- 
je&, whereof I gave the Minifter a 
hint as follows.

London wou'd infallibly take it. "Tis ww ~ 
natural to imagine, that the Con- 
ae of that Capital wou’d caufe a. 
range Revolution in the Kingdom, 
that ifthe Enemy fhou’d-make ever fo 
little Delay in fending over Succours, 
our Troops wou’d be able to make 
a great Progrefs in the Country 5 
that be the Enemy never fo diligent 
in forwarding thofe Succours, yet 
they have fo long a way to come 
both by Sea and Land, that it 
woud be eafy for us to do them a 
great deal of Mifchief before their 
Arrival, and that at leaft, tho’ we 
were to gain nothing by it, the 
Englifo wou'd be oblig’d to raife the 
Siege of Lifle, in order to fuccour 
their own Country. 
Tue Minifter fent me for Anfwer, 
that the Court highly approv’d of my 
Scheme; that indced the prefent Si- 
. tuation of Affairs did not permit the 
Execution of it, but that I had done 
him a Pleafure inimparting my Views 
to him, the Communication of which 
he defir’d me to continue.

1 obey’d fo venerable an Order with- 
out any fcruple. Fhe Chevalier at the 
Head of the Marines did very Impor- 
tant Service, and fignaliz’d himfelf 
exceedingly. "Fhe Seamen did Won- 
ders under him, for they were the 
firft that mounted the Breach, and 
contributed nota little to the Con-.,, 
queit of the Place; when it wastaken count’s 
we carry’d the Troops back to Dan- Reumto 
kirk, from whence I fet out for 2#\” 
Court. 

I went to wait on the King, and He goes co 
then upon the Minifter who gave mebut oo 
a cold Reception, tho’ no worfe than Reception 
what ¥ expeéted.

I 
promis’d to do all in my Power to 
ferve him, and cou’d eafily have done - 
it, but did not care to meddle with 
it. It woud have given me too 
much Pain to draw in a great many 
honeft Men who had an entire Confi- 
nence in me, into great Expences, 
from which it was to be fear’d they 
wou'd reap no Profit; for ’tis certain 
that the Minifter wou’d have em- 
ploy’d the Squadron for the King’s 
Service only, and not at.all to the Ad- 
vantage of the Lenders of the Money. 
HE ask’d me fome Days after, if I 
had found a Fund for the Armament 
he fpoke of, to which I anfwer’d that 
Fhad met-with no body that wasboth 
able and willing. I added: at thefame’ 
time, that it was his Bufinefs who had 
an infinite Credit, to-find Undertakers 
for the Armament, that he cou’d do 
it with much more eafe than another, 
that he need but apply him(felt ta the 
Men of Bufinefs, and the Farmers; who 
had all the Money in the Kingdom, 
and had got too much by the King, 
to make a fcruple of advancing what 

wou'd not hurt them to fpare, 
Our 
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Ovr Converfation held no longer 1708, 
then, but next Day when the Court Wy¥-~w 
was at Marli he fent for me. I found 
the Bailiff de Langeron there, and we 
din’d all three together. After Din- 
ner he talk’d a great deal to us a- 
bout the Armament at Dunkirk, and 
told us over and over that we mutt 
look out for Undertakers to fit out 
the Dunkirk Squadron. 

As I infifted on the Impoffibility 
of finding out fuch Men, not only by 
reafon of the Scarcity of Money, 
but. alfo becaufe of the little Confi- 
dence repos’d in us; © I know very 
‘well, faid ke, that you are always 
* dtarting difficulties, and this is not 
§ the:firft time that you have refus’d 
§ to enter into my Views. I acquaint- 
‘ ed you what they were formerly in 
© an Affair of very great Confequence, 
£ buttho’ I {poketo you very plainly, 
£ you.wou’d never give Ear to me, 
¢ but acted as if I had not faida Word 
© to you. 

I. plainly faw what was the Ten- 
dency of all this Reproach, tho’ I 
pretended not to perceive it, and ex- 
cus’d my elf by faying, that 1 al- 
ways conform’d to my Inftruétions. 
The Minifter reply’d to me, § Your 
£ Inftrutions were always drawn up

fafficiently given you to underftand 
what I wanted of you, in private 
Converfation. 
©°T rs very true, Sir, J reply’ds 
and I perfeétly anderftand you, fince 
it mutt be fo, but I was far from 
taking fuch Commitfions upon nie. 
} knew before to-day, that when 
a Subje& zealous for his Sovereign’s 
Service, is requir’d to execute any 
thing of Importance, he ought to * 
have an Order in Writing put 
into his Hand, to juftify his Con- 
du& when he bas paid a due Obe- 
dience. 
¢ JT learnt from the late Affair of 
mine with the King of Denmark, 
what wou'd be the Succefs of that 
you are now fpeaking of. As to 
the Danifh Affair, you told me with 
your own Mouth, that if § found 
an Opportunity in the Port of Den- 
mark to do any thing confiderable- 
againft the King’s Enemies I ought 
not to flip it. In _confequence of 
this Declaration, which was Tan- 
tamount to an Order, I burnt 25 
Dutch Ships at my Approach to 
the Coaft, and in the Bay of the He 
of Wardbuys, wpon which the King 
of Denmark complained againit ne

of the Peace, and demanded nothing 
lefs than my Head. When I repre= 
feated to you, that I had done 
nothing but according to your In- 
tentions, and that you were to ju- 
ftify me, you referr’d me coldly’ to 
anfwer to M. de Zorcy, as if I were 
a Criminal; fo that I was left to 
my felf to find out fome . Shadow 
of Reafon as a Colour for my Con- 
duét.

T thercfore made my Addreffes to 
the Miniftcr, and told him, that as

Port now, it fignify’d nothing for —W~ 
me to be there any longer; that an 
Enfign was fufficient for the Service 
to be perform’d there, and that there- 
fore I defir'’d him to Station me at 
Toulon. And the better to prevail up- 
on him to grant my With, I did not 
fail to makethe worft of my Diftem- 
pers, which I faid put me under a 
neceflity of returning to my Native 
Air, where I fhou’d have Remedics at 
Hand for reftoring me to my Health, 


and fgr enabling me to go even to 
the vy end if the King’s Service 
demafided it. 


. My infifting, and even begging, 
and praying, was to no purpoie; the 
Minifter was inflexible, he gave me 
a blunt denial; All the Anfwer I 
cou’d get, was, that my Prefence was 
neceffary at Dunkirk, and the only Fa- 
vour, l eou’d obtain was a Furlough 
for 3 Months, during which I might 
goand fettle my Affairs in Provence.

to the Minifter that I was not in a 
Condition roreturn to my Poft, which 
he took very ill, wou'd fain have ob- 
lig’d me to go thither, and threaten’d 
to ftrike me out of the Navy Books 
if 1 did not fpeedily obey. 

I anfwer’d him that be might do 
what he pleas’d, but that in my pre- 
fent Condition it was abfolutely im- 
poflible for me to Travel. I fent him 
Certificates of Phyficians, and Sur- 
geons, fign’d by M. Arnoux Intendant 
of the Ga’lles,as to the Natuie and 
Condition of my Wounds, bus he 
made no account of it, and perfifted 
in his Refolution to be obey’d. 

In fine, | wrote to the Cardinal de 
Fanfon, and acquainted him of my 
Condition, whereupon his Eminency 
fpake to the Minifter, and prevail'd 
for my being ftation’'d at Toclon. EF 
went to that ‘Town; but as foon as | 
came, my Infirmities increas’d confi- 
derably. I wrote again to the Mini- 
fter, defiring him to permit me to 
go home, at leait for a while, for the 
Recovery of my Health, that I might 
be enabled to {pend the Remainder of 
my Days in his Majefty’s Service; but , 
no regard was had to my Intreaty,and

Turs unkind Treatment of me 
“went to my very Heart, and made me 
refolve to retire for good and all, the 
rather becaufe I faw plainly, thar UP- The Count 
on the Peace which was as good as tefolves 10 
concluded with England, if not al- Su"6 3 
ready made, there wou’d be very M.de Por 
fie to do hereafter in Maritim Ag- “rrain 
aits. 

I wrote therefore to M. de Ponchar- 
train once more, that I found my felf 
everyJ Day worte, and that as I faw 
no gther Cure bur a total Retire- 
merft, I bege’d him to intercede with 
his Majefty tor an abfolute Difcharge 
from the Service. 

Tuts Minifter, who never car’d 
for me, efpecially fince the Affair of 
the Certificate, did not dally with me,. 
but fent me all that EF defird, not 
only “aft abfolute Difcharge, but a 
-Penfion of 4000 Livres added to that 
of 3000 Livres which I had enjoy’d 
for two Years. 

I thall not {pin out thefe Memoirs 
any farther, When I had recciv’d 
my Difcharge, I retir’é at 6 Years 
of Age, after 44 Years Service, to a 
Country-houle of mine in the Neigh 
bourbood of Afurfeilles, where I have 
liv’d ever firce,

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TueRe I breathe a very good 
Air, and lead a comfortable quiet. 
Life, entirely devoted to the Service 
of my Creator, and to the Cultivay 
tion of Friends, whofe Correfpondence 
I prefer to the moft fplendid Offers 
of Fortune. I {pend part of my Re- 
venue in the Relief of the Poor, and 
make it my Bufinefs to reconcile the 
differences of private Families, either 
by putting an end to old Quarrels, 
or to the Law-fuits of fuch as are for 
réferring them to my Arbitration. _ 

THis peaceful way of livifg has 
reftor’'d me to my former Voxour; 
all my Ailments are entirely vanuth’d 5 
and notwithftanding my advance’d 
Age, 1am as ftrong and robuft as I 
was in my Prime: So that far from 
repining at the difgufts I ever receiv’ 
from Gourt,.. I frankly own they have 
done mc much more good than hurt, 
becaufe ’tis to them J owe a Happi- 
nefs, which I knew nothing of bee. 
fore, and perhaps fhou’d never have 
had a Tafte of in all my Life.
